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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-93 are pending in the instant application filed 11/14/03. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-16, 32-47, and 63-78, drawn to a method, system, and 
computer-readable medium for receiving individual funds, aggregating the 
individual funds, determining a first portion of the aggregated fund to 
invest, wherein the financial institution uses the first portion of the 
aggregated fund to perform a function of the financial institution, classified 
in class705, subclass 35. 

II. Claims 17-31, 48-62, and 79-93, drawn to a method, system, and 
computer readable medium with the plurality of investors being limited to a 
group comprising at least one of employees, contractors, and agents of an 
enterprise managing the financial investment fund, classified in class 705, 
subclass 38. 

Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because Invention I has a method, 
system, and computer-readable medium for receiving individual funds, aggregating the 
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individual funds, determining a first portion of the aggregated fund to invest, wherein the 
financial institution uses the first portion of the aggregated fund to perform a function of 
the financial institution and Invention II has a method, system, and computer readable 
medium with the plurality of investors being limited to a group comprising at least one of 
employees, contractors, and agents of an enterprise managing the financial investment 
fund . The subcombination has separate utility such as a method and system that can 
be used in another environment such as any business enterprise or other method, 
system and computer readable environment and Invention II can be used in another 
environment too.
